McFarland,
Assistant ; A. B. Brockett, Charles
Seidell, Jas. A. Painter and W. M.
Awl. They travel in a small flat
boat with a cabin, in which they sleep,
eat, drink und are merry. They were
very willing to aoswer all questions
and give informatien, but owing to
the short time they remained here we
were unable to obtain such staiistics
as we would like to have given our
readers. We may give them in the
future, Eogineer Dougherty thinks
the plan of making the Allegheny o
navngable stream most feasable, and
says the expense wonld be much less
than seme might suppose. He also
says if the people consider their own
interests they willl urge on the work,
a8 the benefit this country would derive
from it in the way of developing its
resourcer can scarcely be imagined.
Forest county would derive one great
beuefit from i, and that is in the
transportation of lumber. DBarges
could be run the greater portion of
the year, and in this way our lumber.
men could market their lumber with.
out the usual risks and delays. Let
our citizens lend all the encouragment
possible.

~DBrookston, this county, has an
